COURT 

£67,000 worth of 
benefits claimed 

A GRANDFATHER claimed more than 
£67,000 in benefits despite also being in 
work, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

Paul Homer, aged 50, of Webster Road, 
Walsall failed to notify the authorities that 
he had returned to work in 2008 and con¬ 
tinued to receive benefits. He had stopped 
working through a back injury in 2000. 

Homer pleaded guilty to three charges 
of dishonesty in failing to notify a change 
in his circumstances in relation to working. 
He was handed a 12-month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and will be subjected 
to a three-month curfew from 7pm-7am.

A CAMPAIGN group has de¬ 
scribed planned cost-cutting 
measures by Walsall Council 
as a ‘ferocious attack’, while 
an MP labelled the proposals 
‘totally unacceptable’. 

The cash-strapped authority plans 
to reduce staff pay and require them 
to take unpaid leave. 

Its 4,000 employees face a pay cut of two per 
cent and taking three days unpaid leave per 
year, under the new raft of measures revealed 
last week. 

The authority says it will help safeguard 
around 150 jobs while contributing to the £82 
million worth of savings needed over the next 
five years. 

If implemented, the proposal will help deliver 
£3.7m worth of savings a year, with a further 
one off saving of £3.7m. Those employed di¬ 
rectly by schools will not see any changes. 

Council leader Mike Bird has defended the 
plans, claiming that a wage cut is better than 
axing jobs. 

But Walsall North MP David Winnick said 
he was very concerned about the proposals. He 
said: “They are taking it out on their employ¬ 
ees. It’s totally unacceptable. 

“What they are now doing is an onslaught. 
There’s no other way to describe it. 

Lowest 

“I would hope there’s a willingness on the 
part of the council leadership to sit down with 
trade unions in all of this. 

“I’m very concerned what the council is 
doing.” 

Martin Lynch, chairman of the Walsall 
Against Cuts campaign group, said in many 
cases the workers who stood to be affected were 
already among the lowest paid. 

He added: “As far as I am aware there’s no 
other councils in the country that are threat¬ 
ening to do this. 

“This is really a very, very ferocious attack 
on their conditions.” 

Together with the planned pay cut, pay pro¬ 
gression will be frozen for two years and car 
allowances would be cut. 

Further changes include reducing the rate 
staff can claim for business mileage. 

Discussions have now been launched with 
trade unions and staff, with a view to coming 
to an agreement over the next four weeks. 

Trade union Unite, which has 1,000 mem¬ 
bers who stand to be affected, has already 
voiced objections to the ‘detrimental proposals’ 
with union bosses stating they will fight to pro¬ 
tect terms and conditions of staff. 

Meanwhile, GMB, which also represents 
around 1,000 members of council staff who 
would be affected by the changes, has said it 
expects there to be a meaningful consultation 
over the upcoming weeks.

‘EVIL ACT’ LEAVES UNBEARABLE PAIN ON FAMILY

THEY stayed together and protected each 
other right up until the end. But the grand¬ 
father, his son and grandson were killed in 
an ‘evil act’, which has left their family with 
‘unbearable’ pain. 

Saddlers fans Pat Evans, Adrian Evans 
and Joel Richards had travelled to Tunisia 
for a family lads’ break. 

But they were murdered within 24 hours 
of arriving at their beach resort with Joel’s 
16-year-old Owen the only survivor of the 
family trip. 

Their heartbroken family and community 
have been ripped apart by the tragedy and 
hundreds turned out to pay their respects as 
the trio were laid to rest in West Bromwich 
on Friday. 

As the hearses approached Holy Cross 
Roman Catholic Church, floral tributes 
spelling out the names Pat, Ade and Joel 
could be seen before family and friends in¬ 
cluding Owen, aged 16, his mother Suzanne 
and grandmother Maureen made their way 
inside. 

An order of service featured a photograph 
of 19-year-old Joel, Adrian, a 49-year-old gas 
service manager and 78-year-old Pat aboard 
the plane to Tunisia. It was handed out to 
mourners. 

The service opened to the sound of Smile 
by Frank Sinatra and included the hymn 
Amazing Grace and the poem Together For¬ 
ever. There were also emotional tributes 
from family friend Amanda Churchill who 
spoke of the trio’s friendship. 

Privilege 

Adrian Scarrott, director of neighbourhood 
services at Sandwell Council, paid tribute to 
his colleague Adrian. 

“It was a great privilege to work with 
Adrian. I was really lucky to have Adrian 
on my team. I like to think all colleagues of 
Adrian were also his friends. If I was to use 
sporting terms, which seems appropriate, 
Adrian would be one of my first picks. If it 
was a football team he would be my main 
centre half. Nothing could get past Adrian,” 
said Mr Scarrott. 

Joel, a University of Worcester student and 
talented football referee, from Wednesbury, 
is believed to be the youngest of the British 
victims. Mike Penn from the Birmingham 
County FA said he believed Joel was des¬ 
tined to go to the very top of refereeing and 
would have officiated games in the Premier 
League. The University of Worcester student 
was among only a handful of young referees 
to be fast-tracked to Level 4 status. 

“Everyone who knew Joel knew his infec¬ 
tious smile, if he smiled, you smiled. He was 
an extremely talented referee, there is no 
doubt Joel would have reached the top of the 
refereeing ladder,” he said. 

Addressing the church congregation, and 
around 200 people listening outside, Mon¬ 


signor Bruce Harbert spoke about the men’s 
horrific murder in the resort of Sousse three 
weeks ago. 

“What happened to them is part of a much 
larger picture, a global conflict,” he said. 
“Jesus taught, over and over again, that re¬ 
ligion is not a matter of obeying rules, but 
of loving God and our fellow human beings.” 
Paying tribute to all three victims, the cler¬ 
gyman said: “Even in their last moments 
they stayed together, seeking to protect each 


other, a true Christian family to the end.” 
Scores of mourners had lined the road to pay 
their respects as the funeral cortege arrived 
at the church in Hall Green Road. 

West Bromwich West MP Adrian Bailey 
was among those who attended the church 
service. He said: “It is an incredibly sad day 
and I am here to give what support the fam¬ 
ily needs. They were a very important part of 
our local community.”

Powers to tackle

COUNCIL workers including bin men will 
be given powers to issue spot fines to 
crackdown on dog fouling across Walsall. 

Staff from grass cutters to councillors 
will be able to give £50 fines, which could 
rise to £100 subject to a review. 

Council chiefs are looking at the same 
powers for dealing with littering. 

Councillors from across all parties have 
said a motion to empower council employ¬ 
ees be able to administer fines. 

Labour councillor Ian Robertson added: 
“Apart from being an unpleasant nuisance 
if you step in it or fall in it, dog mess can 
also be a health hazard.”

A reel boost as cinema forges ahead 



The cinema taking shape 


WORK on a £12 million cinema devel¬ 
opment at Walsall Waterfront is forging 
ahead. 

The distinctive shape of the leisure 
complex is now firmly in place as the 
ambitious Light cinema-led scheme 
heads towards completion this year. 

It has been a long wait for a cinema to 
return to Walsall town centre and it has 
been hailed as a big boost to the area. 

It will have the latest hi-tech technol¬ 
ogy and forms part of a complex which 
will have bars and restaurants in Wol¬ 
verhampton Street. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Adrian 


Andrew said: “I am delighted with the 
progress that has been made. I am look¬ 
ing forward to the first film. 

“It brings jobs, a family entertain¬ 
ment destination and it brings more 
investment to Walsall.” 

The development opposite the Crown 
Shopping Park will also see Chiquito, 
Pizza Express, Bella Italia and Hungry 
Horse open. The building work is being 
carried out by Kier Property. 

It has been two decades since Wal¬ 
sall town centre had a cinema after 
the old Cannon, previously known as 
ABC, closed in 1993 to make way for 


the regeneration of Park Street. It was 
replaced by the building now occupied 
by Poundland and Pure Gym near The 
New Walsall Art Gallery. 

Walsall Council granted permission to 
expand the complex by boosting seating 
numbers from 1,039 to 1,245 last year. 

A series of regeneration projects are 
being carried out in the heart of the bor¬ 
ough. A new business and sports hub 
next to the Wisemore campus at Wal¬ 
sall College is being built while a Jhoots 
Pharmacy base is also nearing comple¬ 
tion nearby. A £12m retail development 
at St Matthews Quarter is also planned. 


21-year stretch for 
attacks on women 


A MAN has been jailed for 21 
years for carrying out brutal at¬ 
tacks on two women - 10 years 
after appearing in a TV docu¬ 
mentary charting his re-integra¬ 
tion into society. 

Nathaniel Hamilton, aged 31, of Burn¬ 
ham Road, Great Barr, was jailed after 
being found guilty of attempted murder, 
rape and assault following a three-week 
trial at Birmingham Crown Court. In one 
attack he struck a woman across the neck 
with a gun after threatening to shoot her. 

Hamilton also raped a woman and sub¬ 
jected her to a beating of such ferocity that 
she was left with 
multiple injuries and 
his footprint across 
her face. 

Ten years ago he 
appeared in the BBC 
documentary Bad 
Boy, which charted 
his life after release 
from prison. 

The court heard 
how his latest victim 

Nathaniel Hamilton was Jf ft wi , th a Pi¬ 
rated eardrum and 
severe bruising to her neck and jaw after 
Hamilton forced his way into her flat on 
November 9 last year. 

Judge Paul Farrer QC, said: “You threw 
a phone in her face with such force that it 
broke. Then you jumped on top of her and 
began strangling her with one hand.” 

The judge said Hamilton throttled the 
woman until she was unconscious. 

While these crimes were being investi¬ 
gated, it emerged that Hamilton was al¬ 
ready on police bail for making threats to 
kill and assaulting another woman in July. 

He lured the woman to his flat in Holly 
Court, Acacia Avenue, Yew Tree, and 
threatened her with an imitation firearm, 
demanding she chose which limb he should 
shoot off. 

The court heard she was struck across 
the neck with the gun and strangled until 
she almost lost consciousness. She man¬ 
aged to escape when Hamilton left the flat. 

Hamilton was said to have 11 previous 
convictions, three of which involved of¬ 
fences of violence. 

Hamilton was also placed on the Sex Of¬ 
fenders Register for life.

Students on 
increase as 
college set 
to break free 

THE number of students at a Walsall 
college is poised to increase - as it pre¬ 
pares to break free from council control. 

Walsall Adult and Community College 
is due to run independently to help se¬ 
cure its long-term future. 

Final confirmation for the action by 
the college, which has sites in Hawbush 
Road and Whitehall Centre, Caldmore, 
was due to be rubber-stamped by deci¬ 
sion-making Walsall Council cabinet at 
a meeting yesterday (Wednesday). 

A report says the college is looking to 
boost enrolment and is planning to in¬ 
crease the number of adults who are ac¬ 
cessing community learning from 4,736 
in 2014/15 to 5,192 in 2015/16. 

The break from the council will be 
from August 1, although the authority 
is to continue offering a reduced amount 
of support for a further two years. 

The college, which is known as WACC, 
was rated as outstanding by Ofsted and 
offers courses ranging from GCSEs, 
NVQs and apprenticeships. 

A report from executive director Rory 
Borealis to the cabinet says: “The college 
has made a significant contribution to 
developing learning and skills in Walsall 
and surrounding areas. 

“Arrangements with Walsall Council 
are being finalised for the college’s tran¬ 
sition to the first stage of independence 
on August 1, 2015.” 

The community college appointed Jev 
Bhalla as its permanent principal earlier 
this year. He was placed in an interim 
role in February 2014. Mr Bhalla was 
former vice principal of Walsall College. 

Assurances made 
over Chase Line 

AN MP has been assured the planned 
electrification of the Chase Line from 
Rugeley to Walsall goes ahead as sched¬ 
uled. It comes following the news that 
some electrification schemes have been 
put on hold. 

The Cannock Chase MP has received 
assurances from the Secretary of State 
for Transport, Patrick McLoughlin that 
the electrification of the Chase Line 
would proceed as planned. 

Ms Milling said: “I have been working 
hard behind the scenes to ensure that 
this scheme is not ‘paused’ as others 
have been. 

“I had written to the Secretary of 
State about the business case for the 
scheme, and had spoken with him sev¬ 
eral times, so I am very grateful he has 
taken my arguments on board.”

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Grandson 
stole rings 
to pay off 
£l4k debt 

A MAN stole the engagement and 
wedding rings owned by his deceased 
grandfather and then sold them to 
a pawnbrokers after spiralling into 
debt, a judge was told. 

Jermaine Lewis took the sentimen¬ 
tal jewellery as well as £600 in cash 
from his grandmother - with whom 
he was living at the time - between 
March 3 and 8. 

The 21-year-old, of Proffitt Street, 
Walsall, immediately pawned the jew¬ 
ellery claiming it was his own, said Mr 
Simon Rippon, prosecuting at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

He spent the cash at the bookies, 
but the jewellery was recovered from 
the pawnbrokers and returned after 
his arrest. Lewis was released on bail 
pending further inquiries, but less 
than three months later he burgled a 
house in Bloxwich Road, Walsall. 

He pleaded guilty to theft, fraud 
and burglar and was given a 15 month 
jail term suspended under supervision 
for two years with 100 hours unpaid 
work. 

Mr Gerry Bermingham, defending, 
said: “He owed £14,000 debts to a pay 
day loan company. Those to whom 
the money was owed had started to 
badger and hound him with daily 
threats and he took this extremely 
stupid way out of the situation.” 

Worries began for Lewis when he 
lost his job after borrowing money to 
buy a car and take his girlfriend on 
holiday, said Mr Bermingham. 

The defendant has now got another 
job as a salesman, sold the car and has 
started repaying his grandmother. 

Academy stays in 
special measures 

AN academy in Walsall will stay in 
special measures after it was ruled it 
had failed to make enough progress. 

Mirus Academy in Leamore Lane 
was rated inadequate following an Of- 
sted visit in 2013. 

The results of the latest monitoring 
inspection say more needs to be done. 

The academy was initially put into 
special measures amid a number of 
concerns about pupil achievement and 
teaching. 

A recent report showed a quarter of 
schools and academies in Walsall have 
been rated inadequate or require im¬ 
provement by education watchdogs. 

Out of the 120 nursery, primary 
and secondary schools in the borough, 
32 were given the ratings following a 
watchdog inspection.

United in grief over 
beach terror victims 


HUNDREDS of mourners paid a final 
farewell ‘in grief and bewilderment’ to 
three Black Country men murdered in 
the Tunisia massacre. 

Family, friends and the wider community 
united to remember devoted Saddlers fans 
Joel Richards, his uncle Adrian Evans and 
grandfather Pat Evans. 

Mourners lined the street in hushed silence as the 
funeral cortege made its way to Holy Cross Roman 
Catholic Church in West Bromwich. Joel’s brother 
Owen, aged 16, who survived the attack in Sousse, 
supported his mother Suzanne and grandmother 
Maureen as they entered the church together. 

As well as those paying their respects inside the 
church, some 200 people gathered outside to listen 
to Friday’s service. 

Mourners, some wearing ‘Keep Calm and Smile’ 
T-shirts, were handed an order of service featuring 
a photograph of the three men relaxing during their 
flight to Tunisia. 

Adrian, a 49-year-old gas service manager, from 
Bilston, 78-year-old Charles, known to friends as 
Pat, and Joel, both from Wednesbury, were killed 
within 24 hours of starting their holiday. 

Addressing the gathering, Monsignor Bruce 
Harbert said: “Happily, Owen is still with us. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with you, Owen, wishing 
you a long, happy and fruitful life, supported by the 
prayer of your brother, your uncle and your grand¬ 
father. 

Farewell 

“A lot has been said in recent days about the 
good they did - Pat’s long contribution to the life 
of the community here in Stone Cross, the respect 
in which Adrian was held by his colleagues, and the 
love the children at St Mary’s School felt for Joel as 
he worked with them in the last few weeks. 

“As we bid them farewell in grief and bewilder¬ 
ment, we salute them also with a touch of pride,” 
Msgr Harbert added. 

Amanda Churchill, a close friend of Joel and Ow¬ 
en’s mother Suzanne, led the tributes. 

She said: “The relationship that existed between 
these three generations, Patrick, Adrian and Suzy’s 
boys Joel and Owen were what a close-knit family 
is all about. 

“They were four happy chappies who were forced 
to live together and whose lives were inextricably 
linked. 

“The fact this relationship is over is far too pain¬ 
ful to contemplate.” 

The victims’ family have long-standing links to 
Holy Cross, with Charles Evans having married 
there and the church hosting Adrian Evans’ bap¬ 
tism.

Police say he asked to buy 
some cigarettes and made the threat 
while the cashier scanned the packet, 
but escaped empty-handed. 

The suspect is described as white, 
around 5ft 6ins tall and aged between 
35 and 40. Anyone with information is 
urged to call police on 101. 

MP backs stance 
on water cannon 

THE decision to rule out the use of 
water cannon by any police force in 
England and Wales has been wel¬ 
comed. 

David Winnick said the August 2011 
riots in Wolverhampton and Birming¬ 
ham would have been even worse had 
the police deployed high pressure jets 
of water. 

The Walsall North MP said: “The 
disgraceful disturbances in Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham, and elsewhere 
in 2011 would, in my view, simply 
have escalated if water cannon had 
been utilised by the police. 

“Normal policing is likely to be 
more effective in restoring order and 
safety,” he added.

BROTHERS, let us build the New Jeru¬ 
salem on brownfield sites. Let us stream¬ 
line the planning laws to allow all the 
houses we need to be constructed on the 
disused land of old factories, railway yards 
or quarries. The Government has spelt out 
its vision What could possibly go wrong? 

I’LL tell you what could go wrong. I 
was once shown an old Coal Board map 
of the known pit shafts, some more than 
200 years old, in the Black Country. There 
were hundreds.

If Whitehall tears up the planning laws to¬ 
morrow, do not expect developers to rush 
for brownfield sites. They much prefer the 
predictable security of a nice green field. 

IN a mean-spirited article for the Guardi¬ 
an, Jonathan Jones slagged off the official 
photographs of Princes Charlotte’s chris¬ 
tening, ridiculing “their faces lit up by hys¬ 
terical joy, their hair wispy in the sun, their 
teeth shining like diamond walls of privi¬ 
lege, and their eyes betraying no signs of 
thought whatsoever.” In other words, the 
perfect chris¬ 
tening snaps. 
It may come 
as news to the 
Guardian but 
most parents 
and grandpar¬ 
ents want pic¬ 
tures showing 
their brood at 
its best, even 
if it does not 
reflect the absolute truth. This is why so

Conman took plumbing tuition role 


A CONMAN managed to get a job 
teaching plumbing students in the 
Black Country after he duped bosses 
with false qualifications. 

Andrew Woodfield went unde¬ 
tected for almost six months at Wal¬ 
sall Training Centre. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard how he succeeded in getting 
the lecturing job by brazenly pre¬ 
senting qualifications that weren’t 
his and bore a different name. 

When asked about this, Wood- 
field, who was described in court as 
a known fraudster, claimed he had 
changed his name as he was adopted 


but had since reverted to his original 
name. The qualifications actually 
belonged to a man called Nicholas 
Davies, from Wrexham in north 
Wales. The pair had briefly come into 
contact in Birmingham. Mr Davies 
had no idea Woodfield was using his 
qualifications and was angered by 
the deception. 

Students taking their NVQs under 
Woodfield’s ‘guidance’ who achieved 
qualifications had to be reassessed, 
said Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecut¬ 
ing, 

The 45-year-old, of Queensway, 
Stourbridge, was paid £13,000 dur¬ 


ing his time at the centre. But alarm 
bells began ringing for his boss Steve 
Edis, who had given him the job at 
the centre on the Birchills House In¬ 
dustrial Estate, when it was noticed 
that his date of birth was different to 
that on his qualifications documents. 
Woodfield’s scam was rumbled and 
he admitted that he did not have the 
relevant qualifications for the role. 

He was handed a 12-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
after pleading guilty to fraud by false 
representation. He must also com¬ 
plete 100 hours of unpaid work. 

The court heard Woodfield has 


previously used false documents to 
obtain goods, had submitted a credit 
agreement in a false name to pur¬ 
chase gold from Argos and had man¬ 
aged to use four pieces of a discarded 
credit card he had found. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, de¬ 
fending, told the court no problems 
were ever raised about Woodfield’s 
conduct while he worked at the cen¬ 
tre. 

Speaking after the verdict, Mr 
Edis, aged 43, said: “The students’ 
portfolios had to be reassessed but 
it hasn’t has a detrimental effect on 
their qualifications.” 


Petition prompts new 
talks on one-way plans

ONE a half thousand people 
have signed a petition against a 
planned one-way system on the 
main route into Walsall. 

Following the wave of complaints, coun¬ 
cil chiefs have now agreed to a fresh consul¬ 
tation over plans to improve the traffic flow 
on the route in to the town. 

Proposals for the one-way route in Cald- 
more Road led to concerns over the im¬ 
pact on traders and of congestion in other 
streets. 

Traders and residents complained they 
were not fully asked for their opinion. Now 
transport bosses have now agreed to re-con- 
sult. 

It would cost up to £200,000 to see a one¬ 
way scheme introduced. The other options 
are to do nothing or retain two way traffic 
flow and remove on-street parking. Council 
chiefs have insisted doing nothing isn’t an 
option. 

Councillor Eileen Russell said there were 
concerns over the safety of children, car 
users and pedestrians. But Councillor Mo¬ 
hammed Arif raised fears about a one-way 
system causing a bottleneck in other areas 
such as Corporation Street. He insisted 
double yellow lines could resolve issues. 

Deputy council leader Adrian Andrew 
told a meeting of the Full Council: “The 
option of doing nothing is not an option. We 
have really got to grasp the nettle with this. 

“Whatever you do you are going to upset 
somebody. What we can do is have a proper 
consultation.” 

A report from executive director for 
economy and environment, Simon Neilson, 
said: “There are frequent and significant 
safety and congestion issues on Caldmore 
Road, especially in the vicinity of the shop¬ 
ping area between Mount Street and Brace 
Street. 

“The carriageway is little more than six 
metres in width throughout this section of 
road; consequently there is only sufficient 
space to allow a single-flow of traffic to pass 
a line of parked vehicles. 

“The moderate opposing flows of through 
traffic frequently results in some vehicles 
using the adjacent footway to pass each 
other whilst stand-offs and driver disputes 
are common between oncoming motorists.”

NIP reckons 
hunt vote 
unlikely to 
come back 


THE plan to water down the ban on 
hunting foxes with dogs is unlikely to 
come back, according to a Walsall MR 

David Winnick, for Walsall North, 
said he was pleased the government 
was forced to climb down on plans to 
remove the two-dog limit on flushing 
out foxes. 

The free vote was scrapped when 
it was revealed the Scottish nation¬ 
alists would vote on the matter, even 
though it would have had no impact in 
Scotland where the issue is devolved. 

Mr Winnick said: “I am pleased that 
the government has been forced to 
climb down over its plans to weaken 
the Hunting Act; it is not likely any 
further steps will be made in this par¬ 
liament, since there is clearly no par¬ 
liamentary majority for this. 

“During the lengthy debates on the 
banning of hunting with dogs, I was 
one of the foremost supporters, and 
spoke on a number of occasions. 

“When a group of young defenders 
of foxhunting invaded the chamber 
of the Commons in September 2004, 
I was present; once they had been 
removed, I denounced what had hap¬ 
pened as outright hooliganism. 

“On Thursday last week, I strongly 
criticised bringing back hunting with 
dogs and limiting the debate to just 90 
minutes.” 

Youngsters kicking 
footballs at cars 

YOUNG footballers have been caus¬ 
ing a nuisance by playing in the street 
in Darlaston. 

Police have been contacted about 
children kicking balls against cars and 
houses in Whitton Street. 

Sergeant Leigh Hale, from the 
Bentley and Darlaston North neigh¬ 
bourhood team, said officers were 
working to solve the problem. Patrols 
have already been stepped up. 

He said: “The incidents in Whitton 
Street involve children playing foot¬ 
ball in the street and hitting cars and 
houses with their football. 

“We have worked with partners and 
awareness sessions at the local youth 
club are being progressed. Officers 
will patrol the area in the meantime.” 

Anyone with information can call 
the police on 101. 

Power pylon plaguing 
residents dismantled 

AN eyesore electricity pylon which 
has towered over homes in Willenhall 
for a decade has been dismantled. 

Chiltern Drive residents gathered 
to watch the work on the 114ft steel 
tower, which has plagued families 
amid complaints of fly-tipping. 

The pylon formed part of a circuit 
bringing power to around 13,000 prop¬ 
erties. It was decommissioned after its 
cables were placed underground. 

Dismantling work and landscaping 
will be completed within a fortnight.

Excellent 
rating for 
Clent Ward 
at hospital 

A MENTAL health ward in the Black 
Country has been rated as excellent 
by authorities. 

Dudley and Walsall Mental Health 
Partnership NHS Trust got the level 
1 rating from AIMS (Accreditation for 
Acute Inpatient Mental Health Ser¬ 
vices) for the Clent Ward, at Bushey 
Fields Hospital in Dudley. 

The assessors found that the ward 
environment, facilities and staff atti¬ 
tude were all of the highest standard. 

They also praised the team’s com¬ 
munication, creative thinking and 
emphasis on continued training to 
improve quality of care. 

AIMS is a partnership between the 
Royal College of Psychiatrists, the 
British Psychological Society, the Col¬ 
lege of Occupational Therapists and 
the Royal College of Nursing. 

In all, Clent Ward is the sixth in the 
Trust to earn AIMS accreditation. It’s 
the fourth - alongside Cedars and Lin¬ 
den at Bloxwich Hospital and Malvern 
at Bushey Fields - to have been rated 
as ‘excellent’. 

Patricia Hughes, ward manager, 
said: ‘As a Trust we are extremely 
proud to have AIMS accreditation. 
It’s given us a benchmark to work to¬ 
wards in our everyday practice but we 
are always looking to improve.” 

Kate Gingell, the trust’s joint med¬ 
ical director, said: “I was so pleased 
to read the report highlighting that 
there is a lot of creative thinking 
within the team. In my experience a 
team that provides a great service for 
patients is one where no one is afraid 
to offer an idea or opinion.” 

Chiefs rule out 
limit on parking 

COUNCIL chiefs have ruled against 
the introduction of a two-hour park¬ 
ing restriction at a Walsall car park, 
despite a petition signed by traders. 

Calls were made for the 36-space 
council car park in St Michael Street, 
Caldmore, to be restricted amid con¬ 
cerns residents and town centre work¬ 
ers were clogging up free space. 

Traders feared there was a lack of 
room for shoppers and launched a pe¬ 
tition, collecting 1,024 names. Coun¬ 
cil chiefs say such measures would be 
detrimental to the wider community. 

In a report to the Walsall South 
area panel, Paul Leighton, group 
manager of road traffic network, said: 
“There is sufficient availability of car 
parking spaces to meet the needs of 
the businesses for local shopping.” 

Off-road bikers 
causing nuisance 

POLICE patrols have been stepped 
up to tackle off-road biking in Walsall. 

Complaints have been made 
about the activity in Whateley Road, 
Coalpool and an action plan is being 
drawn up.

CUSTOMERS have been thanked 
after donating generously to a super¬ 
market’s neighbourhood food collec¬ 
tion scheme. 

Tesco in Willenhall collected food 
over three days to give to charity 
Foodshare, which will distribute the 
donations to local food banks. 

Staff at the store said they had an 
overwhelming response to the cam¬ 
paign this year and Tesco had col¬ 
lected more than 30 million meals. 

Walsall North MP David Winnick 
also turned up at the store in Owen 
Road to donate a basket of food. 


Store manager Steve Neeson said: 
“In the end we had around 20 per cent 
more goods delivered this time than 
last year. 

“The sort of things we have had do¬ 
nated are long life foods such as dried 
pasta, pasta sauces and even teabags. 
This is the third year we have taken 
part. We normally do two collections 
a year. Our customers are always very 
generous. 

“David Winnick also came to sup¬ 
port our event. He made a personal 
donation himself of a basket full of 
food.” 


He said staff manned a station 
handing out leaflets about the types 
of food that food banks needed in the 
area before collecting any donations. 

Mr Neeson said: “I think it’s great 
that Tesco can use their size and scale 
for good. 

“It helps people less fortunate than 
ourselves. 

“This is the first collection we’ve 
done this year and we hope to do an¬ 
other one in December. 

“I just wanted to thank our custom¬ 
ers, colleagues and volunteers who 
made the collection such a success.” 


Council tax arrears 
for third in borough 


ONE in three households in Walsall 
have already fallen into arrears after 
a controversial rise in council tax, it 
has emerged. 

Almost 20,000 homes were hit by an ex¬ 
tra monthly bill after a discount scheme 
was cut by Walsall Council in April. 

In just three months, 34 per cent of families 
fell into arrears with almost £350,000 owed, a 
meeting of the full council was told. 

Residents on low income previously received 
a full discount but this was reduced to a maxi¬ 
mum of 75 per cent by the then ruling Labour 
group - meaning a bill of around £20 a month. 

Now latest figures show 6,600 of 19,465 
households affected by the change were in ar¬ 
rears of around £343,000 by the end of June. 

Bosses at the time said it was due to financial 
pressures on the cash-strapped council which 
is having to make £86 million savings in four 
years. The now Tory-run authority, who seized 
back control of the authority in May, had pre¬ 
viously resisted placing extra costs on families. 

Council leader Mike Bird revealed the fig¬ 
ures following a question from councillor Pete 
Smith who fought against hitting residents fur¬ 
ther in the pocket. 

Increasing 

Councillor Bird said: “My group has no in¬ 
tention whatsoever for increasing the burden 
on low income families. It would be wrong to 
say we are in a position to reverse that. We will 
look at that when we are making the budget.” 

Councillor Smith said: “At this rate over a 
full year, the arrears are likely to rocket to over 
£1.5 m. The policy is throwing yet more people 
into deeper debt and it will cost the council a 
fortune trying to recover the arrears. I have 
had many calls from people, most of whom 
have some level of disability and many are al¬ 
ready struggling with extra bedroom tax bills.” 

A reduction in the subsidy was agreed earlier 
this year. Walsall Council insisted it has been 
forced into the move through Government 
funding cuts and services faced being further 
hit if the existing financial support continued. 

In 2013/14 the cost of implementing the 
council tax reduction scheme was £26.7 mil¬ 
lion, with the majority funded by a Govern¬ 
ment grant of £23.9m, leaving the council to 
meet the £2.8m shortfall. 

But bosses said the council’s funding from 
central Government dropped to £17.8m in 
2015/16, leaving a shortfall of £7.7m.

A report from Walsall South area 
manager John Morris said: “There is 
also a Domehawk camera deployed in 
Carless Street alleyway, again to ad¬ 
dress anti-social behaviour concerns 
which include street drinking and 
fly-tipping.” 

Fare way to get 
children reading 

THE conversion of a double decker 
bus into a library has been hailed as 
an ‘exciting and innovative’ approach. 

Old Church School in Darlaston is 
planning on having the bus in oper¬ 
ation for the start of the September 
term after being approved by Walsall 
Council. 

Councillor Doug James said “This is 
an exciting project to encourage young 
people to read. Everyone involved 
should be recognised and, celebrated 
for their creativity.” 

Arrest made over 
deliberate flat fire 

FIRE chiefs have ruled a flat blaze in 
Chelsyn Hay was started deliberately. 

Crews were called to High Street 
just before 6.30am last Thursday. 

The small fire caused minor dam¬ 
age and was out when two engines 
from Cannock arrived. A man in his 
50s needed oxygen at the scene from 
fire crews. A paramedic was sent, but 
the man did not require hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

Police say a man in his 50s was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of arson. 

Revamp in top 10 

THE revamp of Walsall’s Old Square 
Shopping Centre, which will include 
Prinmark and Co-Op, is one of the top 
10 Britain’s top council-led regener¬ 
ation projects, according to a report 
from the British Council of Shopping 
Centres.

However, since he finds this country so 
objectionable, perhaps he might consider 
why he is living and working here. 

If he really wanted to demonstrate his 
Republican loyalties, he ought to shun 
the bright lights and riches of the Pre¬ 
mier League, and try his luck at Carrick 
Rangers or Dungannon United. Now that 
would be a genuine display of principle. 


SHOW me a motorist who has never 
broken a speed limit by Imph, and I will 
show you a liar. Which is why we should 
all be very concerned about the plans 
for a new “zero tolerance” approach to 
speeding offences in Scotland. 

Police Scotland plans to issue warn¬ 
ing letters to anybody who is clocked 
exceeding the speed limit by just a sin¬ 
gle mile per hour, with fines and penalty 
points for anybody who is caught doing 
the same a second time. 

At the moment it is part of a six-month 
“pilot study”, with the threat that “if suc¬ 
cessful” it will be introduced in other 
parts of the UK, or “rolled out”, to use the 
fashionable parlance. 

We’ll take that as read then. 

In other words, within a year or so any¬ 
one found driving at 31 mph in a 30 could 
very easily be fined. Get caught a few 
times doing 31 mph, and you will proba¬ 
bly be banned. 

And as everybody does 31 mph at 
some time or other, it will simply be a 
matter of luck who gets nabbed. 



Snooper’s charter is 
no solution to terror

looks at extremism 
and why he believes 
democracy will win 


HOW can one explain the reason 
for what happened to British and 
other holidaymakers in Tunisia? 

Why should innocent people like these 
be ruthlessly gunned down? 

By a coincidence, the Queen, on a state 
visit to Germany about the same time, went 
to the former Nazi concentration camp, Ber- 
gen-Belsen, and paid homage to the many who 
died there in the most horrible conditions. 
Belsen had been liberated by British troops 
just before the Second World War ended. 

Like even worse killing places such as 
Auschwitz, Treblinka, Sobibor, which were 
extermination camps, the Nazis murdered 
their victims mainly, but not exclusively, Jew¬ 
ish, because they considered such people were 
simply unfit to live. This helps to explain the 
mind set of Isis who have just the same sort of 
attitude to those who they murder, or actively 
encourage others to. 

Right 

Let us be quite clear: However much such 
murder cults claim to be acting in the name of 
Islam, they have in fact, as has been pointed 
out time and again, like other terrorist groups, 
absolutely no right to do so whatsoever. 

Hundreds of millions of Muslims in the 
world, whether Sunni or Shia, practice their 
religion peacefully, as with other long-estab¬ 
lished faiths. And don’t forget, even the Nazis 
occasionally invoked God for what they did. 

Only recently, more Nigerians were mur¬ 
dered by the terror group, Boko Haram, which 
also attacked a mosque with gunfire because 
the cleric there had preached peaceful coex¬ 
istence of religions, and had condemned the 
terrorists. None of these latest bunch of mass 
murderers and torturers care in the least if 
Muslims are included among their victims, as 


was the case 10 years ago this month in the 
London Tube and bus bombings, 7/7. Their 
response is to say if they were ‘good’ Muslims 
they were going to reach paradise that much 
earlier. 

One can understand the feeling of contempt 
and loathing of our fellow citizens who follow 
the Islamic religion for those who set out to 
murder or seriously injure the maximum 
number, as on 7/7 or in Sousse, allegedly for 
religious reasons. There is however a dan¬ 
ger, where there is no room for complacency 
regarding those who may be vulnerable to in¬ 
doctrination, particularly on social media; it is 
aimed particularly at younger people. 

The insidious propaganda urges Muslims - 
all the more so the young - to come over to 
Syria and fight for the religion. Racist com¬ 
ments are made about unbelievers, infidels 
and Westerners in general. Once in Syria with 


Isis, the reality soon becomes clear to those 
who have travelled there as passports are 
immediately taken away; they are expected 
to start killing almost immediately, and the 
chances of ever being able to leave of their 
own accord are remote. The line is peddled 
that ‘martyrdom for the cause’ is the quickest 
way to reach paradise. 

Here, the Government uses the continued 
acute danger of terrorism to argue for the 
draft Investigatory Powers Bill; this new bill 
includes elements of the previous Communi¬ 
cations Data Bill, which was often described as 
the snooper’s charter. The Tories were unable 
to introduce that measure in the last parlia¬ 
ment, due to the Lib Dems refusing to agree 
to it while in coalition. 

If such a bill became law, it would give the 
authorities the powers to store, as it wishes, all 
emails and mobile phones. In order to reassure 



us, we’re told, the content will not actually be 
read. I don’t believe that this type of carte 
blanche authorisation can be justified or nec¬ 
essary. Certainly, targeting those who come 
under suspicion of wishing to inflict terrorism 
is obviously vital, but that is a long way from 
what is intended by the snooper’s charter. 

When Ministers or the police say the pro¬ 
posed bill is essential, remember exactly the 
same was said at the time of the 90 and then 
42 day pre-charge detention proposed by my 
party when in office following 7/7. 

No-one now argues for such excessive hold¬ 
ing of terror suspects prior to any charge being 
made; it is firmly off the agenda. In the West 
Midlands we are not strangers to terrorism; in 
November 1974, 21 were murdered and over 
180 injured in the two pub bombings by the 
IRA. It was often said that organisation grew 
in numbers as a result of internment brought 
in by the Heath government over 40 years ago. 

Again, there was a fierce row not so long ago 
when it was found three areas of Birmingham, 
where a large number of Muslims live, were 
surrounded by a ring of spy cameras. They 
were soon taken down, and rightly so. It gave 
the impression that being Muslim was, in it¬ 
self, a subject for suspicion. 

Combating terror in our country is no easy 
matter, and no sensible person has argued 
otherwise. The responsibility on the police and 
MI5 is indeed a heavy one, and that should be 
accepted by all law abiding persons. 

In the process it is important to safeguard 
long-standing liberties which make Britain 
the country it is. We should be proud of being 
an advanced democracy, based on the rule of 
law and parliamentary representation, where 
everyone can go about their lawful business 
unimpeded. It is also of course a country 
where one can practice any religion, or none; 
how many other states can claim the same? 

In the 20th century, totalitarian movements 
of all shades, fascism, military dictatorships, 
communism, all mocked the democracies as 
weak and utterly decadent. Is there anyone 
who questions now who won that battle of 
ideas? And who today has any doubt whether 
democracy or terror groups like Isis, al-Qaeda, 
Boko Haram, and similar outfits consisting 
of outright murderous psychopaths, will tri¬ 
umph?

HAS more parliamenta¬ 
ry time been spent on fox 
hunting than WW2? It is 
difficult to say how long has 
been spent on a particular 
bill, but the most important 
issue to a lot of Tories is 
bringing back fox hunting.

TWO new lollipop men are in 
place helping children get to 
school safely after their roles 
were saved following a cam¬ 
paign by staff and parents. 

Kitted out in their fluorescent 
jackets and stop sticks, crossing 
wardens Derek Cutler and Mi¬ 
chael Povey work outside Blue 
Coat Infant and Juniors in Wal¬ 
sall. 

They have replaced the previous 
wardens who stepped down from the 
role by the schools, off the busy Sprin- 
ghill Road. 

Lollipop men and women were saved 
from the axe last year after plans to 
cut the number of wardens, saving 
£85,000, were scrapped. Parents col¬ 
lected a petition with more than 230 
names in a bid to keep wardens in 
place and was handed to the council 
through the school. 

Controversial 

Up to 39 schools faced losing their 
warden if based near a pedestrian, 
pelican or zebra crossing as it was pro¬ 
posed the council would not pay for 
them - with schools left with the bill of 
thousands of pounds a year if wanting 
to keep them. 

But the controversial plans were 
scrapped by the then-ruling Labour 
group amid fears a child could be seri¬ 
ously injured or even killed. 

The replacement wardens are now 
in place to help children and parents. 

St Matthews councillor Moham¬ 
med Arif, said: “I am delighted for the 
school community and welcome Mi¬ 
chael and Derek. 

“It shows that engagement in the 
democratic process can pay divi¬ 
dends.” 

Councillor Arif added the recruit¬ 
ment had taken months due to at¬ 
tracting people for the roles and urged 
anyone keen in becoming a warden to 
call Bill Gwilt on 01922 652544. 


A UNITED front is being demanded 
in opposition to an English Defence 
League rally being planned in Walsall 
next month. 

Members of the Full Council have 
agreed to unite against the organisers 
of the demonstration, scheduled to 
take place on Saturday, August 15. 

In a question to members, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Robertson, says: “Will the 
leader of this council join with all 
members of this council in condemn¬ 
ing this attempt by the EDL to bring 


their disgusting racist violence back to 
Walsall and confirm how we celebrate 
the unity in our community and will 
robustly defend Walsall’s multicul¬ 
tural co-operation and community 
cohesion?” 

A previous EDL rally held in Wal¬ 
sall town centre in 2012 erupted into 
violence with fireworks and planks of 
wood being thrown. 

Several yobs involved in the trouble 
were hauled before the courts and sen¬ 
tenced for their part in the disruption.

Breaking Bad-style drugs ring caught 
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Mastermind, George Rog- Chander, of West Bromwich Wojciech Kolodziejczyk Popinder Kandola, of Walsall 


Gang found guilty over 
crystal meth operation 


A BREAKING Bad-style drugs 
gang including three men 
from the Black Country has 
been found guilty of conspir¬ 
acy to supply the highly-ad- 
dictive drug crystal meth. 

The case was likened to the 
American TV series which fea¬ 
tures a teacher dying from cancer 
who sets up a factory to supply the 
synthetic drug. 

Gang leader George Rogers, aged 
78, a cancer sufferer from Brislington, 
Bristol, masterminded the drugs plot, 
Bristol Crown Court heard. Two men 
from West Bromwich and one from 
Walsall were among the gang, which 
will be sentenced at a later date. 

The court was told Rogers master¬ 
minded the plot while serving a prison 
sentence. 

The trial heard that he and David 
Nash from Redcliffe, Bristol were 
behind the audacious plan and even 
sourced the required chemicals and 


laboratory equipment to set up the 
crystal meth’s production line. 

When he met up with fellow gang 
members Harish Chander, 48, of Mon¬ 
mouth Drive, West Bromwich, and 
Garry Gooda, 46, of Shefford, he did 
not know police were monitoring him. 

Officers used covert filming and 
recording equipment during the sur¬ 
veillance operation to catch the deals 
unfolding. 

Netherlands 

The jury heard the gang had ob¬ 
tained 1kg of cocaine and the £60,000 
profits from its sale were to pay for the 
chemicals and equipment, with some 
to be imported from the Netherlands. 

Needing someone to cook up the 
chemicals to make the drug, the gang 
recruited 61-year-old Nash. 

But before he could start work po¬ 
lice arrested the gang on the M5 near 
Bristol and seized the cocaine. Rogers, 
Chander, Gooda and Nash were all 
found guilty of conspiring to supply 
class A drugs. Also convicted were 


Popinder Kandola, 55, of Walsall and 
Wojciech Kolodziejczyk 27, of West 
Bromwich along with Carl Thomas, 
45 of Tredworth, Gloucester, Stephen 
Williams, 58, of Brislington, Bristol, 

Kandola was convicted of conspiracy 
to produce MDMA (ecstasy) and am¬ 
phetamine and Kolodziejcski of con¬ 
spiracy to produce amphetamine 

All apart from Thomas remain in 
custody until sentencing, due at Bris¬ 
tol Crown Court at a later date. 

Stephen Mooney, prosecuting, said: 
“Each of these defendants were in¬ 
volved in a number of agreements or 
conspiracies to supply or produce con¬ 
trolled drugs.” 

The three-month trial heard that 
hours of footage had been recorded. 

Another man, Ryan Kelly, admitted 
at a previous hearing, conspiracy to 
supply cocaine. 

Rogers and Chander were convicted 
of conspiracy to produce MDMA (ec¬ 
stasy) methamphetamine, ampheta¬ 
mine and conspiracy to supply cocaine. 

But Gooda was found not guilty of 
conspiracy to produce MDMA.

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Mother’s thanks as lives are saved

A MOTHER from Darlaston is raising 
money for the hospital ward which 
saved her and her baby when she was 
rushed in with a condition that threat¬ 
ened both their lives. 

Diane Watkiss, aged 43, from Brown 
Road, was rushed to Walsall Manor 
Hospital when she was seven months 
pregnant after suffering from placenta 
abruption. 

She was due to have her eighth child 
on March 15, but medics decided to 
perform an emergency C-section there 


and then and she gave birth to baby 
boy Jenson Lee on January 6 at the 
hospital’s neo-natal unit. 

Diane, who is married to Paul, is the 
mother of four boys and four girls, the 
eldest being 23. 

She said: “I walked the children 
to school, but I felt unwell, when I 
got home after an hour I started los¬ 
ing blood and my neighbour took me 
to the hospital while their partner 
looked after two of my children. The 
next door neighbour had to phone the 


schools to get the children and my hus¬ 
band, who works as driver, had to turn 
around from Market Drayton. It was a 
mad panic.” 

The situation for Diane was 
life-threatening for both her and Jen¬ 
son Lee, who is now 26 weeks old, but 
thanks to the quick actions of hospital 
staff, they both survived. 

She is now focused on raising money 
for the ward - including taking part in 
a skydive - and plans to hand over a 
cheque before Jensen’s first birthday. 


Teen sentenced 
over role played 
in theft of birds 


A TEENAGER helped a gang to 
steal 150 birds which were then 
tormented and some killed, a 
court heard. 

The 17-year-old, who was 16 at the time, 
was described as having a ‘transportation’ 
role during the attack back in January. 

Pigeons, budgies, finches and sparrows 
were taken from an aviary in Brownhills 
and bundled into sacks and containers be¬ 
fore being subjected to unbearable suffer¬ 
ing. The teenager, who cannot be named, 
was charged with receiving stolen goods 
and causing unnecessary suffering to a pro¬ 
tected animal. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
Friday, the teenager was given a 16-month 
youth rehabilitation order. 

CCTV images released at the time 
showed the birds being chased by a dog, 
jammed into drawers and squeezed to 
death. Some were posted through letter¬ 


boxes and dropped through people’s win¬ 
dows. After being swiped from the home of 
Lee Williams in Bridge Street, Clayhanger, 
they were then taken to a residential block 
in Goscote, Walsall. 

The court heard that the youth had 
helped steal the birds but didn’t play a role 
in their suffering after that point. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said: “The 
CCTV images show the defendant as pri¬ 
marily being someone who transported the 
birds, rather than torturing them.” 

The vast majority of the birds were killed 
during the brutal attack. 

Defence solicitor Simon Hanns said the 
17-year-old had since turned his life around 
and was no longer involved in such activity. 

He said: “The other defendants were far 
more involved in the attack but my client 
accepts his role. 

“He has since moved away from the area, 
to a place where he can’t get caught up in 
this sort of trouble.” 


Cut fears as 
safety cash 
is unspent 

POLICE chiefs have warned 
that money for community 
safety projects could be cut 
in future if it is not spent. 

More than £400,000 of 
£5 million given to seven 
groups was not spent last 
year. Walsall Community 
Safety Partnership has 
not spent £145,664 of its 
£492,405 budget. 

West Midlands Police & 
Crime Commissioner David 
Jamieson said the money 
handed out would be re¬ 
viewed. He said: “We need 
to see and evaluate where 
this money is going. In the 
case of Walsall, to have one 
third of the budget not spent 
is extraordinary. There is 
a lot of money that is not 
being spent.” 

Wolverhampton was the 
only partnership to spend 
all its budget last year. 

Walsall has £145,664 
left over including £41,000 
earmarked for a child sex 
exploitation co-ordinator, 
£38,000 for fighting do¬ 
mestic abuse, £3,000 for 
business crime, £11,000 to 
tackle anti-social behaviour.

Ambulance 
wait-time 
targets hit 
for Manor 


THE NUMBER of ambulances waiting longer 
than 15 minutes to hand over patients to Wal¬ 
sall Manor has reduced, latest figures show. 

This was despite a rise in the amount of ambu¬ 
lances being taken to the hospital in May compared 
to April. Of the 2,517 taken to the Manor, 1,906 were 
referred to the emergency department within the 


15-minute target. 

Also, none were left wait¬ 
ing for longer than an hour. 

A report to Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust 
showed there were 2,429 in 
total in April of which 1,629 
were transferred over to the 
hospital in a quarter-of-an 
hour, with seven waiting 
more than 60 minutes. 

Despite the improvement 
there was a fine of £9,200 
for the month. A £200 bill is 
applied for every handover 
which takes over 30 minutes 
and £1,000 for an hour. 

A report to interim di¬ 
rector of finance and per¬ 
formance, Russell Caldicott 
said: “Performance of 78.34 
per cent in May is a signif¬ 
icant improvement com¬ 
pared to April’s 70.28 per 
cent. 

“The Trust is ranked 
third regionally out of 14 
Trusts for May.

“There has been an in¬ 
crease in communications 
with the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service hospital 
ambulance liaison officer 
and his team.” 

It comes after overall 
delays at Walsall Manor’s 
A&E cost the trust over £1 
million within 12 months. 

Waits within the depart¬ 
ment and patients having to 
spend too long with ambu¬ 
lance crews saw the trust hit 
with a seven figure penalty. 

The failure to reach four- 
hour A&E national lead to 
the Trust getting a £653,600 
bill during the 2014/15 fi¬ 
nancial year. 

There was also a £402,400 
penalty for the number of 
people waiting more than 
half-an-hour to be trans¬ 
ferred to accident and emer¬ 
gency.

workers facing pay cuts 
in proposals by council 



Council leader Councillor Mike Bird Councillor Mohammad Nazir 


CUTTING the wages of 4,000 
workers is better than axing 
around 150 jobs, claims Wal¬ 
sall Council’s leader. 

All at the authority are facing 
changes to their pay and conditions 
with a two per cent pay cut for staff 
and three days unpaid leave per year 
among the proposals. 

The changes aim to save the cash- 
strapped authority £3.7m a year, with 
further one off saving of £3.7m. 

Bosses claim implementing the 
plans would also safeguard around 
150 jobs. 

Councillor Mike Bird accepted the 
proposals may be unpopular, but 
called on the workforce to be realistic 
and go along with them. 

He said: “Ninety-eight per cent of 
salary is better than 100 per cent of 
unemployment. 

“Certainly my experience to date is 
we have a very loyal workforce, we are 
a caring administration and we will do 
our best to protect jobs. 

Administer 

“I am realistic. I hope the workforce 
are in the real world as I am.” 

He added: “The people who are 
employed in the council services are 
there to administer the services that 
the council tax payers expect. 

“If we start taking services out it 
automatically follows the jobs that ad¬ 
minister those services will go.” 

He said the public sector had to 
come in line with the private sector 
where people have had to take cuts. 

Further changes include cutting car 
allowances and pay progression would 
also be frozen for two years. 

The rate staff claim for business 
mileage would also be reduced to the 
HM Revenue & Customs approved 
rate of 45p per mile. 

Staff employed directly by schools 
would not see any changes. 

Liberal Democrats group leader Ian 
Shires said the changes could see staff 
look to leave the authority. 

“What we are doing is making mat¬ 


ters worse and we have to bring in 
more agency workers,” he said. 

Deputy Labour group leader, Coun¬ 
cillor Mohammad Nazir, said: “Any 
implementation of any conditions and 
policies has to be in close consultation 
with the unions. “If the unions say 
they are not happy with it they should 
take that on board.” 

Democratic Labour councillor Pete 
Smith said he would not be voting for 
any cuts to services, jobs or staff pay 
and conditions and added he would be 
surprised if staff supported the pro¬ 


posals: “It would be the equivalent of 
turkeys voting for Christmas,” he said. 

Union chiefs have voiced their op¬ 
position. 

Unite and GMB both have around 
1,000 members who will be affected. 
Unite regional officer Matthew Jones 
said: “Unite are opposed to the det¬ 
rimental proposals and will fight to 
protect our members’ terms and con¬ 
ditions.” 

GMB organiser Dominic Hinks said 
there would be a meaningful consulta¬ 
tion.

AROUND 100 business 
owners and residents have 
signed a petition for £1.6 
million to be found for a 
new park-and-ride service 
at a tram stop.

Metal recycling 
plant scheme Is 
back in pipeline 


FRESH plans have been lodged 
to open a controversial metal 
recycling plant in Brownhills af¬ 
ter Walsall Council threw out old 
proposals. 

Bosses now say previous traffic and 
noise concerns have been dealt with. 

Tandom Metallurgical Ltd wants to open 
the recycling facility in Apex Road under a 
scheme promising to create 10 jobs. 

The proposals, which would involve the 
firm relocating from Birmingham, were 
thrown out by planning chiefs in March fol¬ 
lowing dozens of objections. 

But revised plans have now been submit¬ 
ted. The firm has now reduced the maxi¬ 
mum amount of metal dealt with each year 
by a third and further noise assessments 
have also been carried out. Bosses said the 
plans would breathe new life into a site 
which currently resembles a ‘war-zone’. 

The scheme turned down by the council 


would have seen approximately 50 lorries 
visiting each day and more than 75,000 tons 
of metal passing through the site each year. 

But a report, submitted with the fresh 
plans, said: “Clearly, following the refusal 
of the application and the reasons given, the 
applicant is more than happy to reduce the 
annual through-put levels for waste metal 
to 50,000 tons per annum, with the reduc¬ 
tion in traffic levels that this will bring. 

Prepared 

“Accordingly an addendum to the trans¬ 
port statement reflecting the reduction in 
traffic levels associated with the reduced 
waste input levels was prepared, and this 
showed a reduction of traffic levels to those 
that are currently allowed under the exist¬ 
ing planning permission for the site.” 

The report said it was unlikely the recy¬ 
cling facility would deal with 50,000 tons 
of waste metal every year. The firm’s Bir¬ 
mingham site handles less than half of that.

ENFORCEMENT action is being tak¬ 
en against one of the region’s largest 
builders’ merchants for illegally using 
land in the Black Country to store 
building materials. 

Darlaston Builders Merchants has 
breached planning regulations by 
using land off Darlaston Road to store 
commercial building materials with¬ 
out permission, according to Walsall 
Council. Officers discovered building 
materials and pallets were at the site, 
between the River Tame and the rail¬ 


way line, in April last year and told 
the firm to stop using it for storage. 
But planning chiefs have now agreed 
to serve an enforcement notice, giving 
bosses one month to clear the land. 

Failure to do this can result in the 
firm being taken to court and fined. 
Darlaston South Councillor Paul Bott, 
who voted for the action at a recent 
meeting of the council’s planning com¬ 
mittee, said the site had become un¬ 
tidy, adding: “It is an eyesore. I agree 
enforcement action should be taken.” 


According to the report, bosses for 
the firm contacted the council saying 
a project had stalled but they now 
wanted to use the land and a planning 
application would be submitted, al¬ 
though none has been received. 

The authority wrote to the firm 
again in April, giving 21 days to com¬ 
ply before a request for enforcement 
action was drawn up. 

Failure to clear the site has now 
resulted in the council taking enforce¬ 
ment action.

Summer just got 
a lot more mellow 

ALBUMS 


Malpas — Birmingham singer-songwriter Ali Forbes and producer Andy Savours

THREE new releases, includ¬ 
ing two debuts, will light up 
the summer with mellow, 
subtle electronic pop music. 

Each, in a slightly different way, is 
recommended to anyone who includes 
The Beach Boys’ Pet Sounds among 
their favourite records. 

The Birmingham-based duo Malpas 
unveil a blissful blend of delicate folk 
with brutalist percussion and waves of 
synth on their debut Rain River Sea 
(out on July 27 on Killing Moon Re¬ 
cords). 

Opposites not only attract, they cre¬ 
ate an album that has got BRIT nomi¬ 
nation written all over, probably literal¬ 
ly so next year. Conceived in a Kings 
Heath attic, the album weaves together 
acoustic guitar and mandolin (I think 
possibly banjo too) with electronic 
sounds as singer-songwriter Ali Forbes 
joins forces with producer Andy Sa¬ 
vours, bringing the man who has made 
records with Sigus Ros and My Bloody 
Valentine from behind the mixing desk. 

The results stay on the right side 
of quirky but with gorgeous results 
on Where The River Runs and Here 
Comes The Rain. If there is a minus, it’s 
that Forbes’ vocals are a little low-key, 
though songs like Charlemagne con¬ 
firm his songwriting ability. 

The other debut is from C Duncan, 
who crafted Architect in the bedroom/ 
studio of his Glaswegian flat. I think 
Christopher Duncan may have made a 
classic. 

Gentle, warm, lush, those are three 
pretty good words to describe Archi¬ 
tect, released on July 17 on Fatcat 
Records. I don’t like to make com¬ 
parisons because it suggests lack of 
originality, and Architect certainly is 


distinctive and original. However, if you 
like The Blue Nile, Fleet Foxes, The Di¬ 
vine Comedy and/or Brian Wilson at his 
most mellow, listen to Architect. Twelve 
tracks, twelve slices of bliss, including 
the Bacharachish He Believes In Mir¬ 
acles, the irrepressibly sunny Garden 
or harmonious title track, and the jew¬ 
el-like singles Say and For. Martin was 
classically trained (Royal Conservatoire 
of Scotland) and it shines through this 
superbly crafted debut. 

Liverpool’s Outfit have made a fresh 
beginning on a new label, Memphis In¬ 
dustries, for their second album, Slow¬ 
ness, which is out now. From the Baba 
O’Riley opening to first track New Air 
with its stuttering synths until the six 
minutes of emotional electronica that 
closes the album with Swam Out, this 
is a sophisticated progression. 

The songs of singer Andrew PM 
Hunt and keyboardist Thomas Gorton 
meditate on long-distance relation¬ 
ships, perhaps reflecting Outfit being 
scattered between Liverpool, London 
and New York. The whole album has a 
3am feel with electronic chatter locat¬ 
ing it firmly in the 21st century. Intimate 


and sometimes haunting, with piano 
alongside the guitars and synths, it is 
a fine album, recommended to those 
who like Talk Talk, Doves and Air. 

Electro-R&B/pop trio Years & Years 
have had a good year, winning the BBC 
Sound of 2015 poll in January (previ¬ 
ous winners Adele and Sam Smith) and 
hitting the nol spot with the pounding 
King in March, followed by a Glaston¬ 
bury set in June. Communion, the 
portentously named debut from the 
London outfit fronted by Skins and Riot 
Club actor Oily Alexander, is a bland, 
insipid offering with King by far its best 
moment. The under-fed melancholy 
vocal of Alexander sounds boy-band 
reject. Communion includes new sin¬ 
gle Shine but this is no shining debut. 

LA trio Wand whip up an audio sand¬ 
storm to exfoliate your mind on the 
gloriously noisy blend of hard rock and 
psychedelia that is their second album 
Golem. They don’t neglect melody and 
there is even a waft of early Pink Floyd 
amid the guitar grinding. Highlights in¬ 
clude the bulldozing Planet Golem and 
singer Cory Hanson getting mellow on 
Melted Rope.

Cricket club pitches in 
to celebrate 140 not out 


WITH English cricket fans’ 
eyes on The Ashes, a Black 
Country team is attracting at¬ 
tention of its own as it reach¬ 
es 140 not out. 

Wednesbury Cricket Club 
played a special match on July 8 
to mark the team’s anniversary. 

It was midway through Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s reign that the club was formed, 
and legend has it that it was the mon¬ 
arch who inspired people in Wednes¬ 
bury to walk out to the crease for the 
first time some 20 years earlier. 

The story goes that the first organ¬ 
ised game of cricket in the town took 
place in 1854 to celebrate Queen Victo¬ 
ria’s marriage to Prince Albert. 

Interest in the game intensified 
around this time and in 1871 players 
formed the Old Park Cricket Club. 
Four years later the team moved from 
Rooth Street to Wood Green Road, es¬ 
tablished itself as Wednesbury Cricket 
Club and has stayed there ever since. 

The class of 2015 marked the oc¬ 
casion by playing in a one-off game 
against the Midland Cricket Club

Conference. President John Whistance 
has been associated with Wednesbury 
Cricket Club for 55 years, since first 
joining as a batsman in 1960. 

He went onto perform various roles 
to help keep the club ticking over, in¬ 
cluding as groundsman. Now aged 80, 
he was a proud spectator as the team 
took to the field for the anniversary 
match. 

He said: “It has just become part of 
my life, it is something I am enthusias¬ 
tic about and is very important to me.” 

John said it was much harder to 
keep a grassroots side going these days 
and admitted he was unsure of what 
the future held for the club. 

He said: “As a leisure cricket club 
a lot depends voluntary people. Our 
basic source of players is through local 
schools so we depend on them to en¬ 
courage them to take up the game and 
get them to feel that connection to the 
game. We need enthusiasm and if we 
can’t get that we won’t succeed.” 


For current player Andy Warner, 
aged 26, it is a family affair as his 
uncle is a former chairman and his fa¬ 
ther an ex-player. 

A quantity surveyor when the pads 
are off, Andy said: “It is a real tradi¬ 
tional club and it is an honour to be 
a part of it. 

“In this day and age voluntary or¬ 
ganisations are struggling but we still 
manage to get three teams out on a 
Saturday and two on a Sunday.” 

Wednesbury joined the Birmingham 
League in 1894 and though they have 
enjoyed various successes down the 
years, their amateur status has seen 
them remain at a relatively steady 
level. They now play in the Staffs 
Clubs Championship. 

A win on their anniversary was 
to elude Wednesbury, as the MCCC 
proved to be too strong. 

But John said achievements and 
results have always been secondary to 
the spirit at the club. He said: “There 
is nothing I like more than watching 
someone grow up and come into frui¬ 
tion and maturity as an accomplished 
cricketer and playing a key part in 
their development.”

Cape Town - so much to see, so 
little time, but so worthwhile 


FORTY-EIGHT hours in Cape 
Town - so much to do, so little 
time. But as a tag-on to a safari 
or the Garden Route, it’s worth¬ 
while. 

Food, wine, culture and cabs are ri¬ 
diculously cheap thanks to the strong 
pound against the rand. 

On my visit, I plan to take in the obvious 
highlights for first-time visitors. 

I start with a visit to the jewel in the geo¬ 
logical crown of this diverse metropolis, the 
majestic Table Mountain, a sandstone won¬ 
der of the world which looms large wher¬ 
ever you go in the city. 

The string of peaks known as the 12 
Apostles are a favourite with hikers, but I 
chose to join the queue for the Cableway 
cable car on a five-minute ride to the top 
(adult return 225 rand/around £12.50). A

revolving floor within the car ensures all 
budding photographers have a 360 degree 
birds’ eye view. 

You could spend a good few hours up here 
balancing your yin and yang. Young visitors 
sunbathe on the rocks, others seek out the 
flora, fauna and wildlife - I see lizards, but 
there are also guinea-pig-like creatures 
called rock rabbits, or dassies, and nearly 
1,500 species of fynbos, including proteas, 
ericas and reeds. 

After Table Mountain, I head for the lush 
vineyards of Constantia, around 20 minutes 
away, to test my palate with a wine-tasting 
session at Bistro Sixteen82 at Steenberg 
Farm, which produces some of the coun¬ 
try’s finest wine. 

To blow the cobwebs away after lunch, I 
head for Boulders Beach, home to colonies 


of African penguins nesting on the beach 
and waddling about on the rocks. You pay 
60 rand (£3.30) to get in, but have good van¬ 
tage points from the boardwalk. 

Further up the coastline of False Bay, I 
stop off for souvenirs at the quirky, bohe¬ 
mian seaside town of Kalk Bay. 

Sophisticated 

After a full day, I’m ready to try some of 
South Africa’s finest fare. Cape Town offers 
a wealth of sophisticated dining based on 
local produce. I try springbok and ostrich 
while I’m here, as well as abundant seafood, 
from freshly caught tuna and angel fish, to 
oysters and scallops. 

The next day, I venture to the spot I an¬ 
ticipate will be the highlight of my 48 hours 
- Robben Island. Catching the ferry from 
the Nelson Mandela Gateway at the fash¬ 
ionable V&A Waterfront, a symbol of Cape 


Town’s resurgence post-apartheid with its 
trendy restaurants, upmarket shopping 
malls, colonial-style buildings and working 
harbour, Robben Island and all it repre¬ 
sents could be a million miles away. 

It’s actually a half-hour boat ride to the 
island, a Unesco World Heritage Site, which 
had been used as a prison since the 17th 
century and also served as a leper colony 
and as a lunatic asylum. We’re taken on a 
bus around this desolate scrubland stopping 
at the limestone quarry where the prison¬ 
ers spent their days breaking rocks in the 
scorching sun. 

Back on the mainland, I experience the 
other extreme, namely fashionable Clifton, 
one of the wealthiest areas of Cape Town. 

Here, we stay at Cape View, which calls 
itself a luxury guesthouse but that’s a huge 
understatement. Checking my watch, I’ve 
done my 48 hours but I wish I had more . . .

Couple are drawn into 
a dangerous world 


hink of Agatha Christie and what 
immediately springs to mind? 
Probably fastidious Belgian 
detective Hercule Poirot and sharp-as- 
a-tack pensioner Miss Marple. 

In fact, there are maybe even some 
people who have never read any of 
her work that believe Christie’s output 
only features those two formidable 
characters. 

But how wrong they are. 

Christie wrote a variety of books 
and short stories that featured neither 
of them, as well as four novels and a 
collection of tales featuring the 
adventures of Tommy and Tuppence 
Beresford, a pair of married amateur 
detectives. 

The Beresfords first popped up in 
1922, and their adventures spanned 
the next 50 years - indeed their final 
story, Postern of Fate, was the last 
novel written by Christie. 

This take on their tales takes place 
solely in the 1950s and stars David 
Walliams and Jessica Raine as the 
daring duo. It also mixes espionage, 
drama and humour against the 
backdrop of the Cold War. 


The first run features two stories - 
The Secret Adversary and N or M? - 
and lasts six weeks. Christie’s books 
are relatively short and tend to be 
adapted into feature-length dramas, so 
it’s refreshing that here, viewers have 
something to really get their teeth into 
- as well as the potential for 
cliffhangers at the end of each episode. 

In fact, the whole project appears to 
have been put together with tender 
loving care. 

“David Walliams and Hilary Strong 
from the Agatha Christie Group came 
to discuss the fact that they wanted to 
reinvent Tommy and Tuppence,” says 
executive producer Hilary Bevan 
Jones. “David was particularly tickled 
by the idea of a married amateur 
detective duo and the image of them 
bickering over a dead body. 

“Christie has a wonderful sense of 
humour and I’m not sure how many 
people of this generation know that. 
We decided to think of it as Indiana 
Jones meets Agatha Christie.” 

Eyebrows may be raised at the 
thought of Walliams playing Tommy, 
but Zinnie Harris, who adapted their 


first case, The Secret Adversary, for 
the small screen, reckons he’s perfect. 

“David is a wonderful Tommy as I 
always thought he would be,” she 
reveals. “He is a great combination of 
brave, gung-ho and a bit left-footed 
which is quite a hard thing to pull off. I 
love what he has done with the 
character. 

“But more than that, David and I 
worked quite closely as the first script 
was being shaped and written so he 
brought masses to the whole series. 
He was a great collaborator as all 
those early decisions about tone and 
story were being made. In fact many 
of the best ideas were his!” 

Will we be seeing more of Tommy 
and Tuppence once this run is over? 
According to Walliams, that’s up to us. 

“We certainly hope there will be 
more Tommy and Tuppence 
adventures,” he remarks. “There are 
more books to adapt and it’s been a 
real pleasure filming these two stories. 
But ultimately, it’s what the public 
think. If the public enjoy it, then I am 
sure there will be more. It has been a 
brilliant adventure so far...”

Mixing with the stars 
just the ticket for Amy 


SHARING a dance with 
Richard Attenborough was 
one of the perks of the job 
for Amy Shepherd, who 
rubbed shoulders with the 
stars during a 20-year stint 
at Dudley Hippodrome. 

Mrs Shepherd, one of the last re¬ 
maining links to the iconic venue, 
passed away earlier this month and 
her son Paul has shared some of 
her photographs and memorabilia 
from her time in the ticket office. 

Mrs Shepherd left school in 1940 
and after a couple of part-time jobs 
took up her role at the theatre in 
either 1941 or 1942. 

She worked in the box office 
selling tickets - in very different 
fashion to the modern online book¬ 
ing system - requiring an encyclo¬ 
paedic knowledge of the venue’s 
layout. 

“All the ticket books were dif¬ 
ferent colours for different parts 
of the theatre,” said Paul, aged 62.

“You had to know every gang¬ 
way, every seat, and relate that to 
the ticket books when people rang 
in.” 

According to Paul, his mother 
“saw them all” -with celebrities in¬ 
cluding Bob Hope, Julie Andrews, 
George Formby, Bruce Forsyth, 
Laurel and Hardy, and Morecambe 
and Wise all performing at the Hip¬ 
podrome during her time there. 

But experience stands out as a 
special memory. “She was lucky 
enough at one stage to dance with 
Richard Attenborough in the Sta¬ 
tion Hotel opposite, which is where 
all the stars stayed,” he said. 

Growing up in and around the 
venue at its peak was a thrilling 
experience for Paul and his brother 
Neil, 58. 

“We used to go and watch all of 
the pantomimes,” he said. “It was 
a magnificent place and one of the 
best lighted theatres in Europe.” 

Mrs Shepherd worked at the 


Hippodrome until it closed in 1965 
and both her two husbands were 
employed at the venue. Her first 
marriage was to Keith Langston, 
Paul’s father, who worked as a 
stage-hand at the venue and went 
on to be the stage manager at The 
Plaza in West Bromwich. He died 
in 1966. 

She went on to marry Ken Shep¬ 
herd, a former stage manager at 
the Hippodrome and moved to 
run the Victoria Hotel in Cradley 
Heath in 1971. 

She remained at the hotel until 
retiring in 1992, but Mr Shepherd 
passed away just nine months into 
her retirement. 

From 1993 onwards Mrs Shep¬ 
herd lived in a cottage in King- 
swinford and died on July 4 aged 
89 after a short illness. Her funeral 
service took place on Tuesday at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium. 

Mr Langston said he hoped the 
theatre’s future would be secured 
and that it would be restored to its 
former glory.

RENAULT says the latest version of it city car 
evolved ‘from a clean sheet of paper.’ 

The French firm adds that this ‘takes into account all the 
joys and stresses of living and driving in the cities it was 
primarily designed for.’ 

Cut through the advertising jargon and you can see what 
the company is getting at, with the new model seeming to 
tick all the boxes required of a city car runabout. 

As for the clean sheet of paper, it is certainly different, 
having its engine in the rear, driving the rear wheels. This in 
turn means that the front wheel, unencumbered with drive 
shafts are capable of turning to 45 degrees, giving a turning 
circle like a black cab. 

That is clearly a huge advantage with tight city parking 
spaces and sliding into gaps. 

Like many cars in this segment, it has funky design, both 
inside and out, which can be further customised to suit own¬ 
er requirements, has clean efficient engines and is fun to 
drive. Another innovation is the French firm’s R & GO smart¬ 
phone connectivity system, which, thanks to the radio, a 
universal cradle and a free-to-download app, owners have 
access to a variety of navigation, telephone, multimedia and 
trip computer functions as well as internet radio and a host 
of other practical features. 

There are four trim levels, Expression, Play, Dynamique 
and Dynamique S and two versions of the three cylinder 
one-litre petrol engine delivering different power outputs. 

Nearly 70mpg is claimed on the 70bhp model with the 
90bhp version tested here offering a bit more grunt, with 
a respectable 0-60mph acceleration time of 10.8 seconds. 

Pretty decent performance while delivering a claimed, but 
optimistic, 65-odd mpg with stop/start technology. Carbon 
emissions are also under the magic lOOg/km. 

It does look eye-catching with the now familiar large Re¬ 
nault diamond logo dominating the narrow grille. 

The boxy style is well-disguised by smart body kit, body 
coloured bumpers, concealed rear door handles, neat new 
headlights with round daytime running lights and striking al¬ 
loy wheels on this tested model. 

Inside, what appears to be a spartan interior is cleverly 
jazzed up with with funky paintwork and dark plastic to dash 
and doors, steering wheel and gear shift and various sur¬ 
rounds. Hardly sumptuous, but certainly practical. 

The dash itself is minimalist with one large central dial. 
Other controls and switches are handily placed. 

In practical terms there are numerous cabin storage are¬ 
as, three cupholders and a boot light. 

Space 

To overcome fears over losing boot space with a 
rear-mounted power unit, Renault has positioned the engine 
at an angle of 49 degrees so that it does not intrude into the 
boot, and in a rear-end collision it is pushed beneath the 
passenger cell. 

Boot space is always going to be meagre on this type 
of car and the Twingo capacity is 188 litres. This can be in¬ 
creased to 219 litres setting the rear seat-backs in a ‘cargo’ 
position at 90 degrees, while still safely carrying two passen¬ 
gers in the back. 

With the standard on all models 50/50 split-folding rear 
seats lowered, the boot volume is increased to 980 litres. 

Standard kit is good with the the Expression featuring, 
electric power steering, electric front windows, remote cen¬ 
tral locking, a speed limiter, a height-adjustable steering 
wheel, a trip computer and gearchange indicator, a lane- 
change function for the indicators and automatic activation 
of the rear screen wiper when reverse gear is selected. 

The Play version adds a height-adjustable driver’s seat 
and steering wheel and 15-inch black two-tone wheel trims. 

Dynamique adds 15-inch alloy wheels, pinstripe shoul¬ 
der-line decals, front foglamps, electric heated door mir¬ 
rors, cruise control, a lane departure warning system, a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel and gearshift knob, white 
instrument backlighting, while Dynamique S TCe 90 adds 
the previously optional Sport Pack. This features an alumin¬ 
ium pedal set, red/black part leather upholstery and the red 
interior touch pack. 

The safety equipment includes stability control, hill start, 
emergency braking, tyre pressure monitors and four air¬ 
bags.

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Princesses 
transported 
in econmical 
comfort to a 
magical land

In month two of driving the Lexus NX300h, 
Matt Joy puts it through its paces with a 
cross-channel trip to Disneyland Paris. 

We live in a world dominated by speed. How fast 
your broadband is, how quickly your food arrives at 
your table and perhaps worst of all; how fast your car 
is. Even as someone who should technically be a re¬ 
sponsible adult, I still get caught up in the big rush. 

The Lexus NX300h is, by conventional measures, quick 
enough for modern driving with a top speed of 112mph and 
0-62mph in 9.2 seconds, but in the last month, I’ve discov¬ 
ered one of its best qualities is how it makes me drive with 
calm restraint. 

This is in part due to the cabin. You climb slightly up 
into the driver’s seat, instantly giving you that command¬ 
ing driving position which is why you would buy one in the 
first place. But the NX goes a step further, with a dashboard 
stacked so it sits up high with you, as well as a clever nod to 
the exterior in its shape. 

Energy 

Even the displays give you a gentle nudge in the right 
direction, if you wish. With the car in Sport mode there’s a 
conventional rev counter illuminated in suitably racy red, but 
in Normal or Eco mode it instead indicates how efficiently 
you’re driving. You can also bring up the energy flow meter 
between the dials or on the large screen, showing when the 
NX is running on petrol, electric or a combination. Compet¬ 
itive moron that I am, keeping it in EV mode for as long as 
possible becomes a game whilst remaining a good way of 
keeping emissions and consumption low. 

Good consumption was on the priority list, however, for 
a family trek to Disneyland Paris. Normally I’d advocate a 
flight, but the NX had the right amount of room on board 
for two princesses (and me) and all the luggage that comes 
with that. There’s also an argument that eight hours on mo¬ 
torways and autoroutes is still less stressful than 30 seconds 
in a UK airport in June. 

And so it proved. Two four hour stints behind the wheel, 
even starting at 4.15am, were as easy as they could be on 
the driver thanks to the comfort on offer. 

Better still, the radar-guided cruise control fitted to this 
luxury-spec model proved its worth yet again. Sure, you 
need to adapt your driving style slightly to keep things 
smooth, but do so and you’re expending less effort than if 
you were taking full control yourself, and that pays off with 
less fatigue. 

The excellent stereo system kept us entertained too, al¬ 
though I have yet to work out how to cancel the navigation 
announcements altogether; turning them down is fine, but 
the audio still pauses for an announcement that isn’t there. 
My money is still on operator error, but if you will let Mickey 
Mouse behind the wheel...

Two sporty Chilli models have 
been added to the Kia Pican- 
to range, which now features 
EU6-compliant engines. The 
Chilli variants are part of the Pi- 
canto Originals series, a rolling 
programme of high-specification, 
value-priced models changed at 
frequent intervals to offer buyers 
something out of the ordinary. 

Both of the new Chilli models are 
three-door cars powered by a 1.2-litre 
four-cylinder petrol engine developing 
84bhp and 120Nm (891b ft) of torque. 

They offer buyers the option of a five- 
speed manual gearbox or a four-speed au¬ 
tomatic which will be particularly attractive 
to those who do most of their driving in con¬ 
gested towns and cities. 



In line with all Picanto Originals, the Chilli 
models offer a high specification for a mid¬ 
range price, sitting above the SR7 grade in 
the line-up. 

The manual costs £11,495 on the road, 
while the automatic is £12,095, both are on 
sale from July 1, 2015. They sit above the 
SR7 models in the Picanto line-up. 

As the name implies, the Chilli variants 
are particularly sporty and spicy in appear¬ 
ance while retaining a proven powertrain that 
brings inexpensive, no-nonsense running 
costs. 

Stylish 

The already sharp looks of the three-door 
Picanto have been enhanced by stylish new 
front and rear bumpers and a twin exhaust 
tailpipe. 

There are also additional side sill mould¬ 
ings painted to match the body colour. The 
Chilli models are finished in red, black or 
white paintwork. 

Sporty-looking five-barrel 15-inch alloy 
wheels shod with 175/50 tyres are the final 
finishing touch. 

This is complemented by the equally 
sporty interior. The seats are in black faux 
leather with striking red and grey cloth cush¬ 
ions and backrests to match the inserts on 
the doors. 

There are aluminium pedals with non-slip 
rubber pads, while the centre fascia, steering 
wheel bezel and gearshifter top are finished 
in classy Gloss Black. 

The Chilli versions are the first Picantos to 
be fitted with satellite navigation including 
European mapping, similar to the system 
found in Kia’s Rio and Venga ranges. This 
is linked to a seven-inch touchscreen and 
includes a reversing camera.

A six-speaker audio system is also 
standard. 

The Picanto now features EU6-compli- 
ant powertrains in eight models, with the 
remainder due to be converted a little later 
in the year. The 1.0-litre, three-cylinder Pi¬ 
canto 1, SR7 and 2 variants - three- and 
five-door - now meet the latest emissions 
standard, as do the two 1.2-litre, four-cyl¬ 
inder Chilli models. The 1.0-litre Kappa 
EU6 engine develops 65bhp and 95Nm 
(701b ft) of torque and has fuel economy of 
62.8mpg with C02 emissions of 105g/km. 


It is available only as a five-speed man¬ 
ual. The 1.2, also from the Kappa family, 
develops 84bhp and 120Nm (891b ft) and 
has economy and emissions figures of 
61.4mpg and 106g/km with the five-speed 
manual gearbox, or50.4mpg and 130g/km 
with the four-speed automatic. 

As with every Kia, the Picanto range 
comes with a unique-in-the-UK seven-year 
or 100,000-mile warranty, subject to certain 
wear and tear conditions. It is fully transfer¬ 
able should the car be sold before the time 
or mileage limits have been reached.

Cutler aims to 
stars of the future

AFTER enjoying spells with the likes 
of Stoke, Swansea and Rotherham, 
it’s safe to say Neil Cutler knows a 
thing or two about goalkeeping. 

Now a key member of Walsall’s backroom 
staff, the 38-year-old is widely regarded as 
one of the best goalkeeping coaches in the 
game. 

But it’s not just professional keepers Cutler 
wants to improve, with his just4keepers goal¬ 
keeping academies launched to help all young 
glovesmen across the Midlands. 

“Working with and improving young goal¬ 
keepers is something I really enjoy,” said Wol¬ 
verhampton-born Cutler. 

“Ever since we launched just4keepers it’s 
gone from strength to strength and we now have 
seven academies that meet up across the West 
Midlands with a new one just starting in Can¬ 
nock. 

“It’s my way of passing on my experience and 
knowledge of the game to young keepers and I 
try and make each session as fun as possible. 

“But it also has that professional element to 
it. At Walsall I’m charged with making sure we 
continue to produce good young goalkeepers and 
having these academies helps. 

Talented 

“It’s a great chance for me to see all talented, 
local young goalkeepers. 

“I can coach them and I can see the standard. 
It works for all of us really.” 

Cutler, who started the coaching sessions in 
2009, is always happy to hear from new aspiring 
keepers who want to join his ranks. 

And he is also keen to expand by encouraging 
girls to attend, with the shot-stopper hoping to 
run a class at Wolverhampton College where he 
will be assisted by female coaches from Walsall 
and Albion. 

“We’ve seen with how well England did at the 
Women’s World Cup that the ladies game is get¬ 
ting bigger and bigger all the time,” he said. 

“Sadly though, I don’t seem to have any girls 
keen on goalkeeping coaching yet. 

“The boys have really bought into the in- 
depth, technical training sessions and I’d like to 
do the same for girls. 

“It’s important we give all young goalkeepers 
the building blocks that will allow them to be 
the best they can be, whether they are male or 
female. 

“We’ve had a number of boys who have come 
to us and gone on to bigger and better things. If 


I can get some feedback that there’s a group of girls 
out there interested in being coached then I will really 
push it. 

“I’ll have the ladies coaches from Walsall and Albion 
there to make sure we get that female perspective but 
I think it could be something that is really successful.” 

Alongside the goalkeeping training, another branch 
of just4keepers sees Cutler helping aspiring young 
coaches who are keen to go on and work in the pro¬ 


fessional game. “When just4keepers started it was to 
develop young keepers but now I have opened that up 
to help young coaches as well,” he said. 

“Young coaches can come in, watch how I coach and 
then every week I email them a list of session topics. 
They can then help work on the session for the fol¬ 
lowing week. 

“It’s going really well. 

“Ideally it’s aimed at youngsters aged 18 or over.”

Meanwhile, James Henry could leave Wolves, 
Jackett has admitted, amid interest from Charlton 
Athletic. 

Reports from London suggested Charlton had bid 
£500,000 for winger Henry, who didn’t feature in 
Saturday’s 1-0 win at Burton Albion. 

The Wolves head coach said those reports were 
incorrect and that Charlton had only inquired about 
Henry’s availability for now. 

But Jackett didn’t rule out the fact Henry could 
leave Wolves. 

“There isn’t a move imminent although Charlton 
have made an inquiry, although no more than that,” 
he said. 

When asked if he was looking to move Henry 
on, Jackett said: “We’ll see.

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Club must 
wait to get 
Grigg cash 

BOSS Dean Smith has warned Walsall 
fans they will have to wait before seeing 
the cash received following Will Grigg’s 
move from Brentford to Wigan. 

The former Saddlers star made the 
switch to the League One title favour¬ 
ites last week for a fee in the region of 
£1 milli on. 

Grigg left the Banks’s for a tribu¬ 
nal-set £325,000 in 2013 with the deal 
including a sell-on clause that would 
net Walsall 20 per cent of any profit 
Brentford made if the Northern Ireland 
international was sold to another club. 
It means Walsall are now bracing them¬ 
selves for a six-figure windfall. 

But Smith said the club is not in a po¬ 
sition to immediately invest that money 
into the team. 

“The money for that transfer won’t 
strengthen our hand straight away,” he 
said. “We get a percentage of the profit 
but there are a lot of variables in deals 
like this 

“The agreement between Brentford 
and Wigan will be over a few years and 
it means we get our money when Brent¬ 
ford get their money.”“There won’t be 
a large sum of money transferred over 
to us straight away, football just doesn’t 
work like that. 

“The good news though is that we now 
have money coming in that we hadn’t 
budgeted for, that will help us in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Meanwhile, Smith was delighted with 
his players after he took them on a team 
bonding trip to North Wales last week. 

As well as being put through their 
paces by fitness coach Jon Whitney, the 
players also climbed Mount Snowdon 
and got in some kayaking. 

“Wales was really good,” Smith said. 
“We may have been there for only a 
few days but it felt like a week with 
everything we got done.” 

Jackett will trial 
new ways to help 
push for Premier 

KENNY JACKETT is to continue trial¬ 
ling Wolves’ new formation in pre-sea- 
son - as he looks to engineer a Plan B for 
their promotion charge. 

Wolves lined up with a 4-3-1-2 system 
against Paris FC, playing with a mid¬ 
fielder behind the front two. 

Jackett will be wary of avoiding a 
slump like the one seen last season when 
he admitted Wolves had been ‘worked 
out’ when they lost five on the spin. 

That run arguably cost them a shot at 
automatic promotion, let alone the play¬ 
offs. 

And Jackett said Wolves should take 
the example of champions Watford who 
regularly used two systems. 

Of the new system, he said: “I won’t be 
frightened to use it. 

“I’ve used that diamond formation 
and I think it can give you some control 
through midfield. 

“You have to have the right balance. 
We’ll see if that works for us going for¬ 
ward. I wasn’t disappointed in that par¬ 
ticular game what it brought and I could 
see some possibilities. 

“You do need two systems.”

WOLVES goalkeeper Aaron McCarey 
has vowed to make the most of his “sec¬ 
ond chance” now he is once again free 
to play. 

The 23-year-old has been suspended 
for four months by the FA, after testing 
positive for a non-performance enhanc¬ 
ing substance. 

But with the ban backdated to April 
21 - the date of the original suspension 
- and the rest suspended for two years, 
the shotstopper is once again available 
for selection and was due to make his 
return for the under-21s at Corby Town. 

McCarey, who stated throughout he 
had not knowingly taken the substance, 
admits he feared at one stage his career 
might be over. 

He said: “It is a second chance, if you 
like and I am really grateful to have it. 

“At one point I thought my career 
was finished. It has been a long three 
months.” 

McCarey added: “I understand some 
fans will always have a question and 
maybe not believe I am saying.” 

And he said: “I’m sorry the good name 
of the club has been dragged into this 
situation but hopefully this will draw a 
line under it and we can move on.” 

The ruling followed an FA investiga¬ 
tion following the failed test. 

Wolves head coach Kenny Jackett 
said: “Aaron has maintained all along 
that he has no idea how the drug entered 
his system. 

“Medical and scientific analysis, com¬ 
missioned by the Professional Football¬ 
ers’ Association on behalf of Aaron, and 
including a hair follicle test requested by 
the player himself, also showed that the 
trace amount was very small and backed 
up Aaron’s statement.”
